together 1 cup of corn simp, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 
and 
1 tablespoon

vinegar until a few drops harden in 
cold water.

Pour the sirup over the popped corn 
while the sirup is ho't. This amount 
of sirup will cover three quarts of 
popped corn. As soon ns the mass 
is cool enough to handle, grease the 
hands well and form into balls.
